500-year mystery solved: 
Richard Ill’s remains 
unearthed in parking lot

LEICESTER, England A skeleton with a cleaved 
skull and a curved spine dug up from under a 
parking lot is that of Richard III, archaeolo- 
gists said Monda}^ solving a 500 -year-old mys- 
tery about the final resting place of the last 
English king to die in battle. 

Cast by Shakespeare as a deformed tyrant 
who murdered two princes in the Tower of 
London, Richard was slain as he fought to 
keep his crown at the Battle of Bosworth 
Field in 1485, crying out: ‘Ahorse! Ahorse! My 
kingdom for a horse!” 

In one of the most significant archaeo- 
logical finds in recent English history, a team 
from the University of Leicester said evidence 
showed a skeleton found last year in excava- 
tions of a mediaeval friary under a city park- 
ing lot was that of Richard. 

“It’s the academic conclusion ... that be- 


yond reasonable doubt, the individual ex- 
humed at Grey Friars in September 2012 is in- 
deed Richard III, the last Plantagenet king of 
England,” lead archaeologist Richard Buckley 
said. 

The skeleton had 10 wounds, eight of them 
to the head, clearly inflicted in battle and sug- 
gesting the king had lost his helmet. The skull 
showed a blade had hacked away part of the 
rear of the skull. A metal fragment was found 
in the vertebrae. 

The victor, the future King Henry VII, had 
Richard’s naked body exposed to the people 
of Leicester to show the battle was won, end- 
ing the bloody 30 -year civil conflict known as 
The Wars of the Roses between the houses of 
York and Lancaster. 

Other wounds likely were caused after 
death, when his body was taken from the 
battlefield to nearby Leicester on the back 
of a horse. All of the “humiliation” wounds in 
his final hours were from swords, daggers or 
halberds and it appeared his hands had been 
bound. The feet were missing. 

Confirmation that the bones were Rich- 



ard’s hinged on DNA taken from the skeleton 
matching that of Michael Ibsen, a Canadian- 
born furniture maker in London whom ge- 
nealogists said was the direct descendant of 
Richard’s sister, Anne of Y)rk. 

Admirers of Richard hope that the dis- 
covery will help soften the image of Shake- 
speare’s physically impaired protagonist, who 
said: ‘And therefore, since I cannot prove a 
lover ... I am determined to prove a villain.”

5 THINGS 

» The curvature of Richard Ill’s spine, 
so ruthlessly mocked by Shakespeare 
as “deformed, unfinished” and famous- 
ly depicted by Laurence Olivier, was 
striking. 

» The skeleton showed a high-protein 
diet of meat and fish that would reflect 
life at court. 

» Richard, who died at age 32 after two 
years on the throne, will be interred at 
Leicester Cathedral, which traces its his- 
tory to a Saxon bishop in AD 680, in line 
with guidelines about burying bodies 
close to where they are exhumed. 

» The gray concrete parking lot with 
its red-brick walls and a payment kiosk, 
under which the bones were found, 
contrasts sharply with the grandeur 
of traditional sepulchres for English 
kings and queens at Windsor Castle and 
Westminster Abbey. 

» Richard’s skeleton, found just 2 feet 
below the present ground level, indi- 
cates that he was slight with a small 
rib cage. Radiocarbon dating from rib 
bones indicated they were from a man 
who died between 1455 and 1540.

Students shine light 
on violence with walk

Despite demands from two Chicago police 
officers that they return to class, more than 
three dozen teenagers marched Monday 
to call attention to the gun violence that 
claimed the life of 15-year-old Hadiya Pend- 
leton. 

The march went from Pendleton’s school, 
King College Prep, to Harsh Park, where the 
teen was killed last week. The teenagers who 
organized the rally and prayer vigil, mostly 
students at Lindblom Math and Science 
Academy and CICS Ralph Ellison, said they 
wanted to put a spotlight on the violence that 
threatens their lives. 

The students said they didn’t know Hadiya 
but were touched by the girl’s death because 
she was a promising youth and an innocent 


bystander. The teens believed Hadiya’s death 
should prompt city officials to meet with 
youth leaders and find solutions to the crime 
plaguing the South Side. 

“Things gotta change and it’s up to us to 
change it,” said Chelsea James, a 17-year-old 
senior who helped organize the march. “We 
could all get shot right now. I’m tired of it. 

“We have to go through this every single 
day We are living in fear. We can’t go to the 
park without being gunned down. We risk 
our lives every single day” she said. 

Since she was slain Jan. 29, Hadiya has be- 
come the latest symbol of Chicago’s rampant 
street shootings. The honor student was 
killed as she took shelter from the rain with 
friends who, like her, had just finished their 
final exams.

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Ala. kindergarten 
hostage freed; 
gunman killed 


MIDLAND CITY, Ala. A gunman who held a 
5-year-old boy hostage in an underground 
bunker in rural Alabama for nearly a week 
was killed Monday and the child was taken 
to safety without injury law enforcement of- 
ficials said. 

FBI agents entered the bunker to rescue 
the child after fearing that he was in “immi- 
nent danger,” said Steve Richardson, special 
agent in charge in Mobile, Ala. 

Negotiations with the suspect, identified 
as 65-year-old Jimmy Lee Dykes, had dete- 
riorated during the previous 24 hours, Rich- 
ardson said during a televised news confer- 
ence. 

“Mr. Dykes was observed holding a gun,” 
the FBI agent said. 

The boy’s rescue came on the seventh day 
of a standoff in southeast Alabama involving 
Dykes, a retired trucker and veteran of the 


Vietnam War. 

The child was being treated at a local hos- 
pital, but was physically unharmed, Rich- 
ardson added. 

It was not immediately clear how Dykes 
died. 

Dykes seized the kindergarten student 
Jan. 29 after boarding a school bus near his 
home and killing its driver with four shots 
from a 9mm handgun, local sheriff’s depart- 
ment officials said. 

A local law enforcement source said a stun 
or flash grenade was detonated as part of the 
operation to free the boy, but further details 
were not immediately released. 

The drama came amid heightened con- 
cerns about gun violence and school safety 
across the U.S. after the December shooting 
deaths of 20 children and six adults at a Con- 
necticut elementary school.
